In proportion as fresh 
lava issues forth from tbe snbterraneaa 
fnmace the broken crnst affords another 
cntlet to other sheets of molten matter, 
and gradually the boiling mass rise* 
from ledge to ledge until it reaches tb_ 
upper edge of the basin. Sooner or later, 
however, the level rapidly sinks, for the 
burning mass gradually melts the lower 
walls of lava, and these give way at 
weak points, so that liquid matter is 
drawn off like wine from a vat, rushing 
through the openings thus made anc 
lowering the level. 


"In 1840 the crater tvas foil to the 


brink, when a crack suddenly opened in 
the side of tbe mountain aud vomited 
forth a stream ol lava 37 inile^s long 
and 16 miles wide, which entirely al- 
tered the outline of the eoacoast and de- 
stroyed all the fish in the adjacent wa- 
ters.

brought without asking. The relief to 
tho victim of an accident in having 
swift aud noiseless helpers about him or 
her — absolutely silent, yet knowing es- 
actly what to do — is very great. Any i 
one who "has been there" knows it all. I 
Yet how quickly is it forgotten when 
we run to lift, up somebody else and be- 
gin to pelt him with: "Where did it 
hurt you 'r" "Are you hurt':" — Phila- 
delphia Kecord.

California called Hell's Half Aero !

dron. At otic place oil the Half Aoro 
tin re are ovr 100 boiling Epriugs and 
but mufl geyser.- on a plat of ground 
th.jt is not of greater extent than a com- 
mon city square. Tbo chief spring in 
this queer aggregation of boiling mid 
spouting jets of ii.uil and water is called 
the Fountain of tho Boiled Turtles 
on account of its curious habit of occa- 
sionally ejecting numbers of small red 
turtltfc. Tlip temperature of this spring 
is 226 degrees, 14 degrees higher than 
tho teinpoi.iuiro required to boil water 
under ordinary atmospheric pressure. 
Notwithstanding r.lie facv that the tem- 
perature is sufficient to boil meat per- 
fectly within a few minutes, the small 
red turtles spoken of live and br^-ed 
there just as tho ordinary variety does 
in waters of common lakes, rivers and 
other fctreams. The spring is called the. 
Fountain of Boiled Turtles because 
the queer, hard shelled creatures which 
inhabit it have the apt.'urnnco cf bui:g 
cooked perfectly done.—it.
